can food is the most popular because 
“it’s the most franchisable,” Miller 
said. 

The number of Mexican franchise 
restaurants nationwide almost 
tripled between 1973 and 1981, from 
1,030 to 2,933. Sales in the same pe- 
riod jumped from $138.4 million to 
$823.1 million. 

Those who own Fort Wayne’s 
Mexican restaurants are convinced 
the business is not a fad. Some con- 
tend the Fort Wayne market is satu- 
rated with restaurants, let alone 


Mexican restaurants. But they’re 


not afraid of competition. 

“Our philosophy is competition is 
great,” said Johnny Rodriguez, who 
started the El Azteca restaurant 
chain eight years ago. “Without it, 


one tends to sit back and relax.” 


The restaurant community’s new- 
est competitor is Chi-Chi’s, a Louis- 
ville, Ky.,-based, 59-store chain 
which opened June 9 at 310 E. 
Washington Center Road. The 
firm’s application last fall for $1.58 
million in economic development 
bonds sparked controversy among 
established restaurant owners. The 
Economic Development Commision 
approved the bond issue, but City 
Council rejected the proposal. 

“I don’t mind the competition,” 
said Clem Trevino of Don Pedro’s 
restaurants. “But it does bother me 
that a competitor gets money at 12 
or 13 percent interest, when I’m op- 
erating on money that cost me 20 or 
21 percent.” 

hi-Chi’s plan to locate here de- 
spite city council’s refusal to issue 
bonds panicked a lot of restaurant 
owners, Rodriguez said. Many were 
prepared to close. “Whenever a new 


IOUT years ago in 1nwlanapvuus du 
other restaurants are planned in 
South Bend and Evansville.The 
general manager of the Fort Wayne 
establishment, Ken Till, said the 
restaurant has been packed since it 
opened June 9 and serves 400 people 
every day. But Till says a draw like 
that won’t hurt other Fort Wayne 
restaurants. 

“Fort Wayne is full of restaurants 
and people who like to eat at them,” 
Till said. “Every time a new one 
opens, no one even notices.” 

That may be true. Despite the 
competition and sluggish economy, 
James Schindler says Bandido’s 
sales are up considerably from a year 
ago. 

Schindler, (who owns five Jim- 
my’s Pizza Inns in Fort Wayne, New 
Haven, Columbia City and Portland 
and Rocky’s Pizza in Huntington) 
and partner Henry Freistroffer, in- 


troduced a new element of competi- 
tion when they opened Bandido’s 
south location in August 1980. They 
were, Schindler believes, the first 
“gringos” (a foreigner from the 
north in Latin American slang) to 
own and operate a Mexican restau- 
rant in Fort Wayne. “We’ve been 
able to capture the taste buds of a lot 
of people.” 

Fort Wayne’s lead in the national 
trend toward more Mexican restau- 
rants reflects the city’s people and 
their past. : 

“The popularity of Mexican food 
in Fort Wayne has, I think, been 
partly due to the number of migrant 
workers who came here (up until the 
early 1960s) to-help with the tomato 
harvests,” Schindler said. “Some of 
them stayed and eventually went 
into the food business, and that put

us ahead of some other places.” 
Family owned and operated res- 
taurants and old family recipes have 
helped make Mexican food a hit in 
Fort Wayne, Trevino says. 
“We're getting some of the best 
Mexican food here in Fort Wayne,” 


claims Trevino. “I would venture to. 


say it’s even better than Chicago, 
and there’s a pretty big Latin Ameri- 
can population there. The number 
of family owned and operated res- 
taurants here, with their family reci- 
pes, makes a difference.” 

Part of the attraction to Mexican 
restaurants is the price patrons pay 
for the quantity they’re served. “As 
more and more people eat out, 
they’re looking for inexpensive, bal- 
anced meals,” the National Restau- 
rant Association spokesman said. 
“Mexican restaurants provide that.” 

Trevino said soaring beef prices in 
1978 and 1979 forced many custom- 
ers to turn to less expensive Mexican 
food, and they found they liked it. 

“It’s another option,” Schindler 
said. “After so many meals of beef or 
seafood, people are ready to try 
something else.” 

Mexican food provides a selection 
from each of the four basic food 
groups — sometimes all wrapped up 
in one beef taco or chimichanga. 
From the meat group, there’s pro- 
tein in beef, chicken, pork and re- 
fried beans; in dairy products, 
cheese or sour cream; from the 
breads and grains, tortillia chips, na- 
chos and the flour or corn meal shell 
around many Mexican foods; and in 
the vegetable group, peppers, to- 
mato sauce, lettuce and onions. 

The variety first captured the

taste buds of Fort Wayne’s younger 
restaurant patrons. “But now, older 
folks are beginning to eat more of it 
because they tried it and found it’s 
not as spicy as they thought,” Rodri- 
guez said. 

People who eat out are becoming 
more “adventuresome ... devel- 
oping a little more of an experimen- 
tal taste,” said Trevino. à 

And the increasing popularity is 
helping overcome minor language 
barriers some customers face. Fluent 
Spanish isn’t necessary for ordering 
in a Mexican restaurant, but some 
patrons embarrassed by not know- 
ing how to pronounce menu items 
steer clear of Mexican food, some 
restaurant owners said.

and was marred only when a runaway 
horse charged into the crowd, killing a 
woman. 

Still, the Ciheinnati Red Stockings 
played the Chicago White Stockings at 


= League Park, and military drills at the 


Driving Park (Forest Park Esplanade) 
were reviewed by the governor, Claude 
Matthews. A high-wheeled bicycle and 
band parade ended the day. 

On other days, sham battles showing In- 
dians attacking a stagecoach, then a cabin 
(with a burning at the stake and timely res- 
cue), and at last a fort, only to be beaten by 
the U.S. soldiers, used up $1,500 in ammu- 
nition. There were only minor injuries. The 
“Philharmonic of 1855” sang favorite 
tunes at the campfires that night. 

The week’s festivities ended with a great 
fireworks display. “Theme pieces” in- 
cluded “George Washington,” “General 
Anthony Wayne,” “The Old Fort,” “The 


Bicycle Rider” and, of course, “Perry A. 
Randall.” 
Randall’s widow took over

death in 1916. The first woman in the U.S. 
to operate a lumber business, she also took 
over management of the Randall Hotel 
with great competence for nearly half a 
century. 

A graduate of Savannah Academy in 
Ashland, Ohio, and the International Busi- 
ness College of Fort Wayne, Winifred Ran- 
dall was especially active as a civic leader 
in the Historical Society and the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. She also 
was in the group that started the Fort 


Wayne School of Art — today the Museum 
of Art. 

But as for the Randall Hotel, in the 
years after the beginning of the Great De- 
pression, the place increasingly became a 
residency rather than a hotel. Neverthe- 
less, it stood until Winifred’s death in 1963 
as the landmark building of Columbia 
Street, the premier hotel on the first street 
in Fort Wayne.

later, 14,000 children were admitted free. 

Among the curious products of this great fes- 
tival was the official Fort Wayne flag. Designed 
by Guy Drewett, it was unveiled at the opening 
ceremonies of the festival. The flag displayed the 
familiar white bars on a blue background, but the 
only symbols were two stars (illustrating that 
Fort Wayne was Indiana’s second city). Poor re- 
action to the “second city” idea persuaded De- 
wett later to change the design to that used to- 
day, having dropped the stars and added a fort, 
an Indian, a French fleur-de-lis and an English 
lion. (It was adopted by the city as the official 
flag in 1934.) 


After the gala events of 1916, the grandstands 
were removed and Reservoir Park fell back to its 
quiet existence as a neighborhood recreation cen- 
ter. By the 1950s, the reservoir itself was no 
longer needed and the great tank had become a 
public danger. In 1959, the reservoir was filled in. 


Two decades later, however, Wayne Town- 
ship Trustee William J. Cooper began an aggres- 
sive campaign to turn the old “Res” into a beauti- 
ful park, much as City Engineer Edsall, a century 
earlier, had imagined it should be. A $122,000 
project was put together, and by the 1975 season, 
the lake had been cleaned, deepened, and given a 
new concrete wall; on the north side a service 
building for visitors was built. There were no rus- 
tic bridges, but the two lighted fountains make 
the park one of the most attractive in the city. Its 
great mound, once a part of the city’s water works 
and the foundation for one of the largest amphi-

Few Allen County farmers have taken 
the plunge into computerized agriculture, 
but those that have are convinced it is the 
mode of the future. 

Steve and Gail Schlatter have had an 
IBM Personal Computer in the den of 
their Woodburn farmhouse for just more 
than two years now. 

“It's the way of the future,” Schlatter 
said. "There's a lot of farmer's who'll say 
ah, they'll go by--it’s just a passing fad,’ 
but it’s not. Right now I use the com- 
puter mostly for bookkeeping, and chart- 
ing grain, and that type of thing. 

“I think, though, computers in the 
future will run the ventilation of lifestock 
buildings and everything else,” he added. 

Schlatter, along with his father, works a 
farm that includes 2,000 acres of grain, 
1,200 head of cattle and 2,000 hogs. 

Before buying the IBM, Schlatter and 
his wife took a beginning computer 
course at Ivy Tech and Mrs. Schlatter has 
Since returned to the classroom to 
develop her computer programming tech- 
niques. 

"It was a slow process getting started, 
Schlatter said. “Of course, at that time it 
(farm computers) was just coming out 
and there weren't many programs out 
I've been changing every year and I sup- 
pose I'll always be updating.” 

Schlatter said his father, Kenneth. has 
not attempted to work with the com- 
puter, but is glad his son uses it. 

He's glad I.bought it. He thinks. it’s 
the thing of the future,” Schlatter said 
“He's just a little afraid of it, and I think 
that’s a problem for a lot of people. But, 
we use monitors On Our tractors, to moni- 


tor the spray applicators and that type of 


thing. Basically, the monitor is the com- 
puter chip of the tractor, but most farm- 
ers don't see it that way.” 

Schlatter said there was a little diffi- 
culty in learning to use his PC, but added 
“you've got to be more patient than 
smart. And you've got-to be willing to 
read a lot. We've got five manuals we 
use. 

Programs catered to farm work have 
been available only on a limited basis. 
Mrs. Schlatter said. “There are only a few 
really good ones, but there are more com- 
ing out all the time,” she said. 

The couple said they had recently 
returned from the Indiana Pork Congress, 
where computers were displayed heavily. 
Schlatter said two women were there who 
had started a business of custom pro- 
gtamming computers for farmers. 

Schlatter said bookkeeping has been 
the biggest benefit from his computer, 
and said his bankers had been especially 
Supportive of his methods. 

“Banks really prefer you to come in 
with a printout, instead of a box full of a 
years receipts, and I think that could 
eventually push some farmers into going 
ahead with the computers.” 

George Denten, Allen County Cooper- 
ative Extension Agent, said farmers in the 
county seem to be interested in compu- 
terizing their operations, but several bad 
Crop years in a row have made the cost 
prohibitive. 

With limited profits, most of their 
money must be ploughed back into sup- 
plies which have immediate and direct 
benefits, Denten said. 

Schlatter agreed. But, he added. "farm- 
ing is looking up profit-wise, so maybe 
interest will pick up.”

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Robison Park boasted thrilling rides like the Cyclone roller coaster 
that raced around a rickety wooden track and a tall revolving 
tower with six swinging chairs that spun with a dizzying 
force, but, for those with a less-adventurous spirit, 
there was the Carousel..

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)vergrown building foundations, a dried lagoon, 
lawns and landscaping long turned to brush — 
that’s all that remains of Robison Park. 

Seven miles north of Fort Wayne — just west of 
the great “horseshoe” bend in the St. Joseph River 
— Robison Park, in its heyday, was known as the 
Midwest’s foremost summer playground. 

Ironically, the summertime attraction that drew 
thousands in its prime began reverting to its natural 
state when the industry that built it was itself pass- 
ing into extinction. 

In 1895, the Fort Wayne Consolidated Railway 
Co., the first electric trolley company in town, de- 
cided to build an amusement park as a way to in- 
crease ridership and start a lucrative side venture. 

Noting that river boating proved very successful 
at Centlivre Park, the trolley company bought what 
was known as the Swift Farm — a 250-acre spread 
just north of the old “feeder canal” dam near pre- 
sent-day Shoaff Park. It had been a popular rural 
picnic spot since Fort Wayne’s canal days, . 

A 230-foot-long dam of heavy timbers and de- 
bris had been built there in 1834 to maintain proper 
water levels in the main channel of the great Wa- 
bash and Erie Canal. The 17-foot-deep dam also 
created a lagoon behind it, and deepened the St. Jo- 
seph River for miles to the north, making an ideal 
boating area. 


The plan was launched in 1896 


To the Swift Farm, the central portion of the 
planned amusement park, the trolley company 
added a neighboring farm; a $300,000 development 
plan was launched in January 1896. Seven miles of 
double trolley lines were laid, electrical wires were 
strung overhead, new cars were purchased, and 
amusement park construction was begun. 

As things turned out, the park opened long be- 
fore the pavilion, dance hall, and large boating fa- 
cility were completed. It was called Swift’s Park, in 
honor of the original landowner, but was renamed 
before opening day, July 4, 1896. 

Allegedly due to public pressure, Fort Wayne 
Consolidated Railway rechristened the project Ro- 
bison Park in honor of M. Stanley Robison, the 
park’s first general manager. Robison, the first man 
in Fort Wayne to drive an electric trolley, had long 
en active in the development of the city’s trolley 
system. He had also been the foremost promoter of 
the park from the very beginning. 

At the end of May, 1896, company promoters of- 
fered area newsmen and prominent citizens a spe- 
cial ride and tour of the park. Two weeks later, regu- 
lar car service began, with cars coming out of Fort 
Wayne every 10 minutes. And on the Fourth of July, 
35,000 citizens came for opening day. Fort Wayne 
residents filled every car bound for the trolley com- 
pany’s end-of-the-run entertainment complex, 
where attractions were plentiful. 


Daredevil entertainers were booked 

For a week, the Zorella family thrilled crowds 
with their high wire act. At night, their apparatus 
was lighted by electric bulbs. 

They were followed-by the Leroy Sisters, Sadie 
and Victoria, with Professor G.L. Hibbard. Each af- 
ternoon, “America’s Favorite Aeronauts” would as- 
cend in their balloons and race one another before 
jumping out to float to the ground with their par- 
achutes. 

Things did not always go so well at such events. 
On one occasion, Victoria Leroy parachuted from 
the “Victoria” balloon only to find it following her 
down and gushing its colorful smoke. Hibbard 
watched from a nearby balloon. Not only did her 
parachute not open, but the “Victoria” gassed Hib- 
bard so badly he passed out. 

Miss Victoria, the newspapers reported, landed 
in a tree. But when she lost her grip on a rope that 
was thrown to her, she fell 30 feet and bounced once 
on the ground. Although so dazed she didn’t know 
what had happened, Leroy was otherwise unhurt. 
The newspapers don’t say what became of Professor 
Hibbard. 

Not long afterward, Victoria Leroy was killed 
doing the same stunt in St. Louis. Mo. 

Another crowd- thriller was Achille Philion, a

riding his bicycle — with rubber tires removed — 


along a live, 500-volt trolley wire. This lit the 50 
light bulbs strung on his bike. And himself. 

Some months later, not surprisingly, Arion lost 
his life in a similar show in Brooklyn. 

Lesser feats of derring-do were performed on 
opening day. One lucky couple had been chosen 
from scores of applicants to have their wedding per- 
formed at the park pavilion, in front of the multi- 
tude. The bride was noted as being demure and a bit 
embarrassed by the whole thing; her bridegroom 
was described as “a philosophical fellow” who 
wanted the park marriage because of the $25 set of 
parlor furniture offered by the promoters. 

The park developed with each week after the 
opening. - 

The trolley car loop was landscaped by florist 
Harry Doswell with grass and a large flower garden; 
tall stone flower stands were placed everywhere, 
and lagoon areas were crossed by rustic bridges. A 
gazebo bandstand overlooked the canoe and boat 
docks and the bath houses. 

The boat and river attractions were always Ro- 
bison Park favorites. Rowboats and canoes could be 
rented for private entertainment. They also offered 
half-hour cruises on the steamboat “Clementina” 
and the small, though volatile, ‘““naphtha-powered”’ 
skiffs (one exploded in 1918). 


Riders got a quick splash 

One of the most enjoyable rides was the “shoot- 
the-chute.” Here a rider boarded a flat-bottomed 
boat that had been hauled to the top of a 60-foot- 
high ramp 150 feet long. Once loaded, the boat was 
launched for a quick ride and a hard splash into the 
river below. : 

Land rides, mostly located on an island in the la- 


goon north of the pavilion, provided fast moving ; 


thrills. The Cyclone roller coaster originally was a 
single 12-seat car that shot around on a rickety 
wooden track. Another favorite thrill was the tall 
steel revolving tower with six swinging chairs spin- 
ning around it. Dizzy people trying to walk straight 
after experiencing its centrifugal force provided 
amusement for onlookers. 

Throughout the park, the $10,000 German- 
made “Orchestrion” could be heard. This instru- 
ment reproduced somewhat the sounds of a full or- 
chestra playing classical, operatic and popular 
pieces. The volume was tremendous and could be 
heard everywhere. 

Dancing, too, was a main attraction. George 
Trier got his boost in the dance hall business by op- 
erating the Robison Park dance pavilion; he later 
took his talent to West Swinney and Trier’s parks. 

Even theater had a place at Robison Park: Its 
900-seat playhouse came to be a popular spot for 
traveling performers. Most shows were vaudeville 
— that genre of broad comedy was in its heyday. 

A Robison Park baseball league sported such 
teams as the Maroons, the Hibernarian Rifles, the 
Wayne True Blues, the Keystones and the Spy 
Runs. 


Out-of-towners came, too 

Louis Heilbroner’s Robison Park promotions 
frequently drew conventions and group tours from 
Chicago, Indianapolis and Detroit. In 1897, he 
brought Edison’s new “Projectorscope” to Fort 
Wayne and began regular movie showings. Huge In- 
dependence Day and Labor Day picnics were orga- 
nized, and on “German Day,” 10,000 people came 
for a singing competition. 

On “Farmer’s Day” one year, Heilbroner orga- 
nized what he called “The Greatest Day In The His- 
tory Of The County” — a large “farmers’ reunion”

But a saloonkeeper named Colonel Allen was 
more successful when he opened his bar on a 35-foot 
barge anchored in the St. Joseph River, across from 
the park. Rowboat renters were often seen around 
the tavern; it’s said they occasionally had some dif- 
ficulty making it back to the dockhouses. 

For those who wanted a few beers before reach- 
ing or after leaving Robison Park, there were early 
trolley stops at Centlivre Brewery Park and Ger- 
mania Park (which was halfway to Robison and 
could also be reached by a footbridge across the 
river).

Not the least of Robison Park attractions was 
the 30- to 40-minute, open-car trolley ride from 
downtown. For one dollar, riders could pick up the 
electric trolley at the transfer corner of Main and 
Calhoun streets, ride east on Main Street, loop

The trip proved so popular that trolley parties 
frequently were organized, usually for evening ex- 
cursions, and often including trips along other city 
lines as well. 

The cars were open, each with 10 or 12 benches 
running the width of the trolley. Conductors would 
collect tickets by gingerly moving up and down the 
narrow runningboards along the sides. Canvas cur- 
tains could be pulled down in bad weather, much 
like ordinary window shades. The trainmen, how- 
ever, had to stay outside. 


It cost more than it earned 

The early trolley companies were unstable busi- 
nesses at best, and frequently changed hands. The 
development of Robison Park, an attempt to bring 
financial stability to Fort Wayne Consolidated, 
ended by costing more than it earned. 

The fatal blow to the park came with the rapidly 
growing popularity of the automobile. By 1918, one- 
fifth of Robison Park visitors arrived by car — a dis- 
aster for an attraction based on trolley revenues. 

In 1919, the park was closed and the trolley com- 


pany sold its buildings to new developers, rien

Richardville, one of the last major 
iami chiefs, owned the first frame 
use in Huntington County and one 
the largest in northern Indiana, 
cording to the Huntington County 
istorical Society. 

“I think Chief Richardville’s spirit 
ossessed me,” she said Friday. And 
he would like to see more people 
possessed” with an interest in the 
jiami heritage and history that 
ourished in the Midwest and around 
he Wabash River from the early 
00s to mid-1800s. 

To commemorate this heritage, an 
ıdian symposium is planned for May 
hat the Forks of the Wabash, site of 
ke Miami Treaty Grounds. The sym- 
osium is co-sponsored by the Hun- 
ngton County Junior Historical 
ociety, of which Jean is project 
ector, and the Indiana Miami Orga- 
ational Council Inc. Part of the 
money for the symposium came from 
$2,500 matching grant from the 
ndiana Committee for the 
lumantities.

The symposium is the first of its 
kind, Jean said, and “a long overdue 


- tribute to the very special history we 


have in this area. The name of our 
state is Indiana — land of the Indians 
— and yet the state has done so little 
to recognize the contribution of 
Indians to our history.” 

At one time, the Miamis controlled 
all of what is Indiana and most of 
Ohio. A powerful tribe, the Miamis, 
withstood encroachment by the 
emerging United States until it was 
defeated by Gen. Anthony Wayne in 
1794 at the Battle of Fallen Timbers 
near Toledo, Ohio. 

Still, Jean has encountered people 
who did not realize Indians lived 
here. 

For that reason, the symposium is 





“for anyone interested in knowing 
more about one of the most fantastic 
Indian tribes that ever lived in what is 
now the United States.” 

A group of noted authorities will 
participate, tracing the tribe from its 
early years to the present. Speakers 
include Dr. Bert Anson, of Ball State 
University; Huntington historian Luke 
Scheer; and Chief Floyd Leonard of 
Miami, Okla. Sportscaster Chris 
Schenkel, a Bippus native and honor- 
ary tribal council member, will be the 
featured speaker at Saturday’s ban- 
quet at LaFontaine Golf Club. 

Jean said response to the sympo- 
sium has been good and she expects 
many Miami descendants will attend. 

Today, 2,000 to 3,000 Miami 
descendants live in Indiana, and 1,300 
in Oklahoma, where the Miamis reset- 
tled in 1846. Indiana Miamis live 
mostly in Miami and Wabash coun- 
ties, and a few in Huntington, Allen, 
Elkhart and Grant counties. 

Preservation of the Chief Richard- 
ville house in May 1978 was the first 
step in returning the Forks of the 
Wabash to its historical significance. 
Since then, a log house has been 
moved to the site and a Miami wig- 
wam is under construction. ~
